HELPING THE HANDICAPPED OBTAIN JOBS 


Physically handicapped persons must be led to realize 
that a new line of usefulness, independence and greater se­ 
curity can be theirs. 
The words are those of John VV. McGovern, from his talk 
before the President’s Committee on Employment of the 
Physically Handicapj>ed, in Washington, D. C. 
Mr. McGovern contends that there are handicapped per­ 
sons who have resigned themselves to useless lives as de­ 
pendents, and that “they may not even know of the oppor­ 
tunities open to them.” 
“We must continue to promote the better use of our nation­ 
al manpower,” he continued, “for indications are that, de­ 
spite temporary dislocations, we face as a nation a shortage 
-—rather than a surplus—of labor in years to come. 
‘‘This can tie met, in part, by better employment of the 
disabled and the elderly.” 
He praised the program of the President’s Committee ex­ 
plaining that jt has resulted in greater progress in employ­ 
ing the disabled that can be readily cited in any other field 
of social problems. 
Mr. McGovern brought out that for many years he has 
advocated and stimulated the adoption bv industry of hir­ 
ing practices which would be beneficial to the handicapped. 
This was based on the principle that the employment of 
people and their assignment to jobs should be determined by 
matching the individual’s qualifications and skills with the 
requirements of job openings. 
‘‘We advocate that no arbitrary limitations to employment 
be set up on the basis of physical handicaps,” he added. 
He said that our private, competitive enterprise system 
should provide opportunity for individuals to obtain available 
jobs for which they are qualified and which they are willing 
to accept.

Danger In Slashing The Use Tax 
Bill 
Now the use tax question in Mis­ 
souri is confused and in doubt. 
What happens this week in the 
House of Representatives involves 
the industrial future of this state. 
At stake is the economy of Missouri 
and all it involves: the attraction 
of new industry and jobs, and the 
encouragement of present industry 
to expand 
The orginal use tax, enacted in 
1959, was based on the theory that 
purchasers of 
out-of-state 
goods 
shouldn’t escape taxation if such 
goods were available in Missouri. 
But to keep Missouri 
in 
com­ 
petition 
with 
other states, the 
Legislature wrote the generally re­ 
cognized exemptions into the law. 
The Supreme court later held that 
many exemptions were invalid be­ 
cause they failed to conform with 
the present sales tax. Thus, with 
the exemptions knocked out, Mis­ 
souri is in a )>eriious conrqietitive 
position with neighboring states, all 
of which offer the standard exemp­ 
tions. 
A measure with a new approach 
to the use-sales tax problem was 
approved a few days ago by the 
Jenate. Essentially, it would pro­ 
vide parallel exemptions in both 
the use and sales taxes, presumab­ 
ly satisfying the doubts of t h e 
court. The expected revenue toss 
from sales tax exemptions would 
be made up by a bill to tightn col­ 
lections. 
But now, a House subcommittee 
has received 
suggested changes 
from the governor's office. The 
Governor has also said that he 
would not veto the bill in its pre­ 
sent form. 
The problem now is to get a 
workable use-sales tax law that 
can 
produce 
revenue and also 
stand up in the courts. Tearing up 
the Senate bill at this point involv­ 
es large risks. The Legislature con­ 
ceivably could end up in a dispute 
between the two houses and pro­ 
duce no new usa tax law at all.

M any a re a s which a re too wet for 
profitable production of m ost farm 
crops will grow good pecans.
